If you took a bucket of water out of the ocean, would there 
be a hole? 

John Brown likes to ask that question, concerning a 
person's impact on life, on the world. Is there any person 
whose work really make a differenc 

There is a very big hole in the ocean, this week, a void that 
will be hard to fill, You just can't replace Jo O'Neil. 

Jo was Wilmington’s volunteer, par excellence. If there 
was one favorite cause in her book it was the people of Wilm. 
ington. Whatever the drive, the cause, the charity, the need, 
Jo helped out. She made a difference, a significant dif 
ference. 

Without question, the most concrete of her ac 
complishments was her part in bringing the Regional Health 
Center into being. Jo was among the leaders of a group of 
people who carried the health center from a dream to reality 
And while the dedication at the health center is to Lil Wood 
side, and justly so, the center's very being is a tribute to Jo 
O'Neil 

One other important job she carried out was the manage. 
ment of the Wilmington Blood Committee. Year after year, 
she organized blood drives in Wilmington, carrying on in 
spite of a shrinking number of volunteers to help her 

Jo was among a select group of people in Wilmington, the 
Good Guys. The award is given annually to a recipient who is 
of great help to people in Wilmington 

And for all her accomplishments, all her volunteer efforts. 
Jo's friends will remember her for her spirit. Her cheerful at 
titude helped make her a success in her volunteer work; it 
also made the experience of knowing Jo a pleasure 

Probably the best tribute that could be paid to a woman 
like Josephine O'Neil would for people to realize that work 
such as hers makes a tremendous difference in the world.

Fingerprinting children 


The proposal to fingerprint children has raised questions in 
Wilmington, just it has in several other communities. 

Officer Robert Spencer, the juvenile officer of the Wilm 
ington Police Dept. has proposed that the department make 
the fingerprinting service avaitable. Anne Linehan has rais 
ed some questions, though 

The fingerprinting program has been initiated in several 
communities, including Greenfield, Mass. and Berlin, Conn 
In Wilmington, the proposal for such a program is on hold. 

The idea behind the program is to provide parents with a 
positive means of identifying a child. The proposal has come 
about because of an increase in crimes against children 

Mrs. Linehan’s concern about the program is the 

sychological effects on children. She questions whether the 
ingerprinting would actually benefit any child, since if any 
case were carried to the point where fingerprints were the 
point of identity to be used, it would really be too late to help 
the child 

Mrs. Linehan said she had called the F.B.I. to discuss the 
question, and has quoted an official in that agency as using 
the term ‘‘grisly"’ to describe the fingerprinting program 

There are valid concerns on each side of the question 
Questions of civil liberties can be raised 

It should be noted that Officer Spencer's proposal would be 
for a voluntary program, with the fingerprints remaining in 
the possession of the parents. 

As to the psychological effect on children, it would pro- 
bably depend on how the program was presented. Officer 
Spencer said that part of it would depend on how the parents 
relate the police department to the children. If they tell the 
children that they should be afraid of the police, then the 
children would probably be afraid of fingerprinting. If the 

arents have taught the children that the police are there to 

elp, then the experience would probably be positive 

Mrs, Linehan said that parents should be more concerned 
with educating children, rather than identifying bodies. If 
parents groups concern themselves with teaching children to 
watch out for each other, it would be more helpful than col 
lecting fingerprints. She also said that if fingerprints were 
wanted, they could be taken at birth, on the back of a birth 
certificate, and not have any psychological effect on 
children. 

And what do we think? We're in favor of the program. To 
hesitate on the grounds of psychological effects is a dubious 
point. Children cannot help but be aware of the problem of 
crimes agaist children. They watch more television than do 
adults, and if there is psychological harm, it is already there 
If anything, the program would be telling children that the 
parents and police care enough about them to want to give 
them every shred of protection possible 

I'm glad that my parents didn't refuse me a polio shot for 
fear of the psychological effects. I'd take paranoia over polio 

or kidnapping - any day 

And is there any benefit to the child? I would say that there 
is. Anyone with ideas of spiriting away a child might hesitate 
if they knew that there was a positive means of identifying 
the child. Admittedly, this area of the qustion is speculative 
But one way of developing a ‘‘track record,” is to try the pro: 
gram 

Yes, present it in a positive environment. Yes, be sure that 
the prints are held by the parents, not the police. Yes, be sure 
that is a voluntary program 

And yes, make it available for those people who want it 


to try to

The Boston Post story on May 
19, 1900, about France Hiller was 
a stunner. Undoubtedly it soon 
became known to almost all 
Wilmington families. Only a few 
families however, seem to have 
had a copy of the paper, judging 
by those which still remain in 
the town 

It was the type of story that 
Town Clerk Jim Kelley would 
have to consider, before making 
any comment. Jim was not 
alone. 

In the manner of newspapers 
which have been scooped, most 
of the Boston papers paid as 
little attention as possible to the 
Boston Post story. They did 
have to, in one way or another, 
acknowledge that there was a 
new twist to the stories of Mrs 
Hiller 

If it was possible, those papers 
wrote as if they (and the world 
had known all along of Polly's 
story. There were subtle 
allusions, in which they neither 
affirmed or denied the tale told 
by Polly 

The Boston Post 
Sunday) had another 
column Story, complete with line 
drawings of the Hiller home 
laboratory, tomb, casket house. 
and of one of the caskets. Also 
shown was the late Dr. Hiller, 
and a drawing of his suctessor. 

The story explained what it 
proclaimed as a lawsuit in the 
making. The Post had many of 
the facts, as they were known at 
the time, even if some of the 
names were mispelled 

The other papers took to 
calling France Hiller an “ec 
centric. 

Probably the best story on 
that Sunday, May 20 was by a 
writer named Lucius E. Ladd 
Jr He was writing for the 
Boston Journal. 

His account

The coffin house, in which the 
coffins were kept, was a solid 
structure of Chelmsford granite 
France had caused a wooden 
building to be built over it. The 
result was a large storage shed, 
with a small door. 

The people of Wilmington had 
seen those caskets many times. 
Every summer, or every other, 
they were taken out of the coffin 
house and dusted and rubbed 
down with oil. The residents 
were largely unimpressed by 
these events. 

The photo which the

Billing charge of 
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Cooperation likely on Jewel Drive 


‘The chances seem good at this 
time, that the Wilmington 
Planning Board and the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority (WRA) will cooperate 
in the development and con- 
stcuction of Jewel Drive Park in 
South Wilmington. A joint 
meeting Tuesday night in the 
planning board office found both 
boards talking in terms of how to 
get the street finished 

Jewel Drive, off Eames 

Street, has had two developers 
in the past years. Each 
developer has had to surrender 
their bonds when the planning 
board “declared they had not 
omplished their construction 
programs. 
The planning board as a 
sult, has a sum of money, 
mewhere about $65,000, for the 
construction of Jewel Drive 
Part of the work has already 
been done with money collected 
trom the bond of the second 
developer. The work can all be 
done, the boards said to each 
other. by the town, without 
outside contractors 

In answer to a question by 
Nicki Johnson, WRA membet 
Town Engineer Bob Higgins 
guessed that the work could be 
fimshed by mid summer. The 
bonds cover constructien costs 
for the street and for the 
drainage programs he said. 

The only part of the con 
struction not covered by the 
bonds is that called "2B," a 
short distance (about 200 feet) at 
the end of Jewel Drive. If the 
WRA puts up a bond, then the 
town can do the entire project 
the town engineer declared 
There was general agreement 
on the part of all the members of 
both boards that the town could 
do the work

The forgotton “Moms” at home 


By JUDITH MYERS 


‘Today's new mother often 
doesn’t’ have one important 
resource to draw upon that her 
mother had: the neighborhood 

Years ago, the adults on the 
block all were about the same 
age, and so were the children 
Usually, the mothers were home 
during the day. A young mother's 
‘own mother might have lived with 
her or, if she didn't, she almost 
certainly lived nearby. Neighbors 
and grandmothers provided 
valuable support and knowledge 
to the new mother as she coped 
with the challenges and 
problems, and the joys, of raising 
a baby 

Now, 


many young mothers who 
choose not to work outside the 
home feel quite isolated. Neigh 
borhoods no longer are 


homogenous, nor do relatives 
settle in close proximity to one 
another. True, there is currently 


something of a “baby boom.” but 
4 good proportion of the mothers 
of these babies are older (late 20s 
to early 30s) and have gotten used 
to cureers. A new life at home in 
the neighborhood, with an infant 
can seem very solitary to such 
women 


women eliminate the 
forming ayd par 
ticipating in ‘mothers’ groups 
or “play groups.’ These are 
small assemblages of mothers of 
children of similar age that meet 
regularly, with the kids.

The RHCW program at which

Though national statistics 
reveal that there are currently 
many women who have 
alcoholism problems as men, 
fewer women seek treatment 
The family is often resistent to 
their mother or daughter or wife 
getting treatment or leaving 
home. Many families protect her 
They hide her away. “Mom has 
migraines or the flu.” 

Also, many women drink at 
home out of sight. They are not in 
bars, because it is still commonly 
considered unacceptable to drink 
in a bar for a woman. In addition 


more women than men are 
polyaddicted — to alcohol and 
drugs, such as tranquilizers, 
mood e} ors, street drugs and 


others. The female gets sicker 
much faster than the male on a 
smaller amount of alcohol, There 
is a higher incidence of liver 
s in the female population 

Jill Hill, an Alcoholism Coun- 
selor at Mount Pleasant, ex 
plains, “A woman sits at home 
drinking and slowly dying. She 
watches television or sits in her 
kitchen. So, when she tries to get 
sober, she has to confront the 
places she drank in. A man can 
change his Friday night drinking 
patterns by staying out of bars 
and going lo a movie or spending 
lime with his family. How do you 
tell a woman to stay out of her 
house or out of the kitehen?"* 

For many women, drinking is 
connected to a loss of identity. She 
is Joe's wife or Eddy's mother. In 
the Mount Pleasant Women's 
Program, she learns to explore 
her choices.
